City of Mexico, Aug. 4. — Dispatches 
from Ouayamas show that the Yaqui 
insorreetloii Is aonstantly growing In 
extent and all the Indians In the 
towns along the river are rising In 
arms and taking to the woo<ls and 
mountains to taJce up with their com- 
panions already arrayed acalnst tbe 
authorities. 

Jack Ramsay, the famous frontier 
chracter, and the American photORra- 
pber, £d Miller) were on the way to 
Alimos when they were attacked by 
the Indians and killed. 

Three sloops in the Yaqui river near 
Medaro were also attacked, and Auril- 
lo F. Paredca. who waa In charge of 
them, was killed. The vessels were 
set on fire, but were saved by Federal 
forces, who drove the savages away. 
The body of Parades was found floating 
in the river. One of tlv^ sloops, the 
Alondre, was again attacked as It waa 
leaving the mouth of the river on its 
way back to Guayamas, but the In- 
dians were scattered. 

It la reported that the Romsro fam- 
ily were captured as they were about 
to embark on one of the sloops, and 
that Paredes was killed in trying to 
rescue them. 

Troops sre pursuing the bodies sup- 
posed to have the family. The tele- 
grph line south from Guayamas has 
been cut The Indians along the Mayo 
rtvsr ara quiet and do not seem in- 
dined to Join the insurrection. 

CoIcRiel Angele Garcia Pena tele- 
graphed that Don Carlos, the nolcl 
merchant, had not been killed as re- 
ported. 

Ofllcial advices state clearly that af- 
ter General Torres' forces took Bac- 
cum they found 10 dead of the troop 
from Cocori and four of the body- 
guard of the Taqul ohief Maldonado 
and the body of Hale. They say 
nothing has l)een heard of the chief. 

It is believed the United States will 
not be called upon to protect tbe Ar- 
Isona bprder, as there is a sufllclent 
force in Mexico to exterminate the Ya- 
quis. General Canadedo significantly 
remarked, "We will fight on the 
American motto that tbe best Indian 
Is the dead Indian."
